Ranking very high In visitor In-

The columns of the colonnade, 16 


in number, are made

Yule marble and are 44 feet high and 
7 feet 4 Inches In diameter

base. The building Is 122 feet high 
The statue, without pedestal.

DAVIS AND WALL STREET 


It it very evident that the republican spellbyiders in the coming 


campaign will endeavor to prejudice the electorate against 
John W. 


Davis, the democratic nominee, because of his connection as counsel 
with a Wall street firm. By some people in this country Wall street is 
supposed to be the embodiment of the money power of the country and 
all that is opposed to the best interests of the working people. 


The farmers of the west who have suffered so much from republican 


mismanagement will be cautioned to guard against a candidate who has 
any connection, direct or indirect, with Wall street, just as if the bankers 
and brokers of Wall street were in control of the government at Wash- 
ington or of the currency of the country Hth power to inflate or deflate 
and thereby increase or reduce values ;;t will. 
But such is not the 


case. 
The Federal Reserve law changed all that, and hence it is, that 


under present conditions the "Wall street" epithet is only a political 
bugaboo used by designing politicians to deceive the electorate. Never- 
theless, the republicans will fire it at Davis all through the campaign if 
they find they can thus impose upon the credulity of the voter. 
But 


the democrats can respond with "Oil! Oil! Oil!" 
The Wall street inter- 


ests are all part and parcel of the republican party and they largely 
ruled and robbed the country until shorn of their powers by the Federal 
Reserve law passed in the first year of the Wilson administration. 


What was it that injured the farmers of the west? First of all the 


high tariff rates of the Fordney-McCumber bill, and second, the policy 
of radical deflation of the currency adopted by the Harding administra- 
tion. Senator Owen, who is one of the foremost authorities in the coun- 
try on such matters, has pointed out that in two years under that policy, 
loans and discounts were contracted within two years to the amount of 
over five billion dollars and the currency by nearly two billion. 
What 


other effect could such a policy have thau to bring depression to tho 
basic industry of tho country. 


It is plain, therefore, that the republicans will not get very far with 


this deceptive fling against Mr. Davis. The fallacy of the charge will be 
exposed. 
Wall street can no longer create panics and produce artificial 


business booms to delude the people into voting the republican ticket. 
But if/ as these republican shouters charge, Wall street does carry a 
part of the odium thai in ull justice was formerly attached to it, so 
much the worse for the republican party by which Wall street is fostered, 
guarded and provided with whatever of. special privilege it may still 
enjoy. 


ENFORCING PROHIBITION 


IB Home cities In which the prohibi- 


tion law Is very generally disregarded 
by 
the dealers In non- intoxicating 


beverages, there is a disposition 
to 


adopt the plan followed so zealously 
by Registrar Goodwin in the enforce- 
ment of the motor vehicle laws. When- 
ever a licensed operator is convicted 
In court for violation of the laws, Mr. 
Goodwin promptly revokes his license. 


It la held to be futile to allow those 


who use a license to sell non-alcoholic 
beverages as a mere cloak for selling 
liquor, to continue in business even 
though convicted of violating: the law. 


There, is no fixed policy in dealing 


with these offenders as applied in dif- 
ferent 
cities. 
In 
some 
cities .the 


licenses 
arc 
revoked after the Orel 


conviction and in others, only after 
«, second conviction. Locally we 
un- 


derstand the license commission (re- 
vokes such licenses chiefly on recom- 
mendation 
of the 
police authorities, 


when It is clearly demonstrated that 
the licensed dealer is violating the 
law by selling liquor. 


It IB objected that In many Instances, 


thft superior court reverses the de- 
cision of the lower court, and that in 
such a case the defendant might have 
a well founded grievance if his license 
were revoked on 
conviction 
in 
the 


lower court. But in such a case, the 
custom Is to allow him to continue in 
business pending* the derision nf the 
higher court, as under such conditions 
the dealer would be on his Rood be- 
havior, 
knowing 
that 
if 
an other 


charge were brought against him bo- 
fore the first was disposed of, it would 
be likely to destroy nny chance bo 
might have of being allowed to con- 
tinue In business. 


It is trup, that the bootleggers and 


others who dispense moonshine and 
various brands of intoxicants do not 
seek a license for thp sale of the leg-al 
beverages and for this class, of conr.se, 
nothing but the strict vigilance of (lie 
police authorities will prove effective 
in compelling observance of the law. 


AUTO POUND PROPOSED 


Krom Boston comes the idra of an 


auto pound, to be used In much tht» 
•ame way as was the old city pound 
for stray animals. 
The object is to 


have a suitable place for impounding 
automobiles found parked on the pub- 
lic streets In violation of the law, eith- 
er as to time or location. 


It i* a well known fact that a groat 


many auto owners are very cureless 
In tho observance of traffic regulations: 
and the officers who are responsible 
for the enforcement of such rules, are 
placed in an awkward position nn find- 
ing 
an 
auto 
parked 
on 
forbidden 


street!, In case they are unable to find 
the owner. The only thing to do in 
•tich a case is to have the auto at 
once removed to the auto pourfd pro- 
vided by the city. 
Thus fnr no auto 


pounds have been established here-

every city in the country will oventu- 
ally have this necessary adjunct to its 
traffic department, 
We bollove that 


if a cfty like Lowell had an auto pound 
*n4 enforced the. parking rulea with 
fttrictness, a great many of tho caro-

Mry to call at tho pound to find thfiir 
vthleUi when thoy BO in search of 
them at the cloie of business hours. 


The auto pound Is, therefore, a pub- 


lic necessity, and It will .soon be Im- 
perative to provide one ul a convenient 
point in the down town district.

Democratic Nominee Retires to Maine Farm of Chaiiet 


Dana Gibson to Prepare Address in Response to 
Notification—Accompanied by Frank L. Polk 


ON BOARD ROCKLAND EXPRESS 


EN ROUTE FOR ISLESI3ORO, Me., July 
1*—Having selected his campaign man- 
ager—Clem L. Shaver, of West Vir- 
ginia—and fixed Aug. II as the date 
of his formal notification, John w. Da- 
vis was speeding 
northward 
today 


along1 the rock-bound coast of Maine, 
Jn search of solitude in which to study 
out his address accepting1 the demo- 
cratic presidential nomination. 


His destination is Seven Hundred 


Acre Island, oft" Rockland, the summer 
home of Charles Dana Gibson, whose 
guests he and Mrs. Davis will he for 
the next 10 days. 
Returning1 to New 


York at the end of that time, he will 
put his address in writing hsfore de- 
parting for Clarksburg", "W. Va., where 
the 
notification 
ceremonies will he 


held, probably on the lawn at his sis- 
ter's home. 


In determining1 upon Aug. 11, as the 


date of his official notification of the 
action of the New York convention, 
Mr. Davis has elected to fire the first 
broadside of the 1924 campaign, at least 
so far as the two major political par- 
ties are concerned. President Coolidge 
will not be notified formally of his 
nomination until a week after the ex- 
ercises at Clarksburg. 
Both ceremo- 


nies will take place at night, so that 
the vast radio audience over the coun- 
try may "listen in" without Interrup- 
tion.

vis will make an hour's steamer trip 
to Dark Harbor and transfer there to 
a power yacht for the short run to 
Seven Hundred Acre Island.
